One is 
the WPA Household Training 
School referred to by the social 
worker, at 437 East 116th Street, in 
Harlem. Established in 1936, this 
school has sent out some 4,000 
“graduates” of its three-months 
course, a third of whom are still 
unemployed, while two-thirds enjoy 
the advantages of the hardest jobs 
obtainable, at the longest hours, for 
officially announced wages of $40 a 
month—actual wages as low as the 
girls will take. 


UNPOPULAR COURSE 


It is not without meaning that 
this school is located in Harlem. 
The vast majority of the single 
women on relief, who go there, for 
the most part, as a result of their 
investigators’ pressure, are Negro 
and Spanish-American. 

The popularity of the school may 
be judged from the fact that, al- 
though present capacity would take 
care of 250 girl students, that num- 
ber can never be found ready to be 
bullied into taking the course. How-

War Dep’t Chooses Site

N. ¥Y. Communists Raise 


Within 24 hours of receiving a 
plea by Israel Amter and Charles 
Krumbein for funds to press the 
ballot fight in upstate New York 
Communist Party members came 
forward with nearly $15,000 after 
having already raised $245,808 over 
a period of eighteen weeks. 

More funds were to be turned in 
last night and this morning. The 
final figure may well reach the 
$20,000 mark set by Krumbein in a 
telegram read at all branch meet- 
ings. 

Money began coming in Tuesday 
afternoon and continued to arrive 
at the state office of the Party up to 
1:30 A. M. Shortly past noon on 
Wednesday, the total had already 
risen above $14,000. 

On Monday night, section or- 
ganizers received a telegram from 
State Secretary Krumbein, calling 
for an instant mobilization of the 
Party to raise $20,000 within 48 
hours in order to combat “furious 
fascist attacks upon the party's 
right to be on the ballot.

® Col. Frank Knox, Secretary of the Navy, 
tipped the hand of Wall Street and the ad- 
ministration in his Tuesday address before 
the Forum on Current Problems, initiated by 
the New York Herald Tribune. 

The colonel signalized this address by a 
gratuitous insult to the only large nation 
which has maintained its neutrality in a 
war-diseased world, the Soviet Union. Going 
out of his way, Knox linked up the Land of 
Socialism with imperialist, blood-dripping 
Japan as “totalitarian” and “despotic.” 

The people can thus get a good look at 
the White House cards, as presented by the 
Secretary of the Navy. They tell quite plain- 
ly that the recent Washington jabber about 
“friendship” for China is only loud talk to 
promote more appeasement with Japan and 
thereby to further the imperialist war. 

The great “offense” of the Soviet 
Union, in the eyes of Wall Street and the 
White House, is that the workers control in- 
dustry there and that a Henry Ford cannot 
function, as David Lawrence admitted in re- 
cent columns in the New York Sun. (Not- 
ably that of Oct. 17.) Its further “offense” 
is that the Soviet Union has maintained the 
peace and has been the sole friend which the 
Chinese people have had in their tremendous 
struggle for independence from the Nip- 
pohese invader. 

While American Wall Street interests, 
with the smiles of the administration, have 
been pouring vast materials of war into 
Japan (and continue to do so), the Land of 
Socialism has been consistently and alone 
giving genuine aid to the Chinese people. 
Any real desire to help China would be re- 
flected in close collaboration with the So- 
viet Union. Such a move would prevent im- 
perialist Japan once and for all from going 
forward with its bombings and blasting of 
the people of China. 

“China still struggles against frightful 
odds,” hypocritically declares Col. Knox. 
Frightful, indeed because the major part of 
these odds are the death-dealing weapons 
which the White House and Wall Street have 
placed in the hands of the Tokio warlords. 

-There is enough indignation among the 
American people, enough sense of decency 
and justice, to call out for a stopping of this 
callous, murderous policy—which is drag- 
ging’ the cream of American youth nearer 
to the barbarities of war. 

The people can urge with energy friendly 
collaboration with the Soviet Union and with 
China, as the way to prevent a Munich in 
the Far East and as a real guarantee against 
extension of the imperialist blood-bath, 
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The Acid Test Is Deeds— 
Not Words 


® James W. Ford’s radio address last Mon- 
day evening was a masterful presentation of 
the needs and demands of the Negro people, 
and their relation to the cause of demo- 
cratic rights for the whole American people. 

The statement of the Communist vice- 
presidential candidate that “the treatment 
of the Negro people is an acid: test of the 
welfare and liberties of all the people” 
brings home to the country that the increas- 
ing terror against Negroes and the-callous- 
ness of both major parties toward their 
struggles is a danger signal for every citizen. 
_ Wall Street’s two war parties “must be 
judged by their deeds and not by their 
words,” Ford said. By that yardstick, the 
siren appeal of Roosevelt and Willkie to the 
Negro people is revealed in all its shameless 
demagogy. 

An example of this hypocrisy was Roose- 
velt’s letter to the Negroes on the occasion 
of the 75th anniversary of the 13th Amend- 
ment in which he spoke of “the blessings of 


‘liberty, which our Negro citizens share... .” 


As Roosevelt uttered those words, the Abol- 
ish Peonage Committee in Chicago called at- 
tention to the fact that the Department of 
Justice is “overlooking” the open slavery and 
peonage on Southern plantations. As Roose- 
velt uttered those words, his own Democratic 
henchmen allied with Willkie’s Republicans 
were killing the anti-lynching and anti-poll 
tax bills in Congress. 

_ Over 50-odd years the 13th, 14th and 
15th Amendments have been nullified 
through a “gentlemen’s agreement” between 
the two major parties. The very carry-over 
of this Hitlerism against Negroes into the 
armed forces of the nation is the tell-tale ex- 


‘posure of the fake “democracy” of the war- 


inciting “defense” program. 

_ It is only through piling up a record vote 
for Ear] Browder and Ford that the Negro 
people can register their will for the passage 
of the anti-lynching bill, the anti-poll tax- 
bill and for their full citizenship.

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Willkie Tries to

* Out in the great farm belt, which sweeps 
up from Missouri to Minnesota, Peace is the 
major issue among the people. So reports 
John O'Donnell, correspondent of the New 
York Daily News. 

With his suddenly-discovered “pledges” 
to keep America out of the war, Willkie is 
“going great guns” in that section of the 
country, the correspondent also states. The 
effect of Willkie’s hypocritical talk of “peace” 
is related by O'Donnell in the following 
words: 

“He (Willkie) is going to get the votes 
for the simple reason the people are con- 
vinced that Willkie is less likely to get the 
nation into war than F.D.R.” 

Such an admission, from a representative 
of a war-whooping newspaper, is a tribute 
to the continued determination of the Amer- 
ican people to prevent further involvement in 
the war. It also serves as a warning of the 
new illusions which the demagogic utterances 
of Willkie are creating among certain sec- 
tions of the population. 

The utilities agent has done everything 
in his power to advance the Roosevelt meas- 
ures to lead us deeper into the war. When 
the White House shouted “all aid to Britain 
short of war,” Willkie echoed, “Me, too.” 

When Roosevelt launched the Morgan- 
Knudsen-Stettinius “defense” schemes and 
struck at democracy through the champion- 
ship of a conscript army, Willkie tumbled all 
over himself to ditto the President’s poli- 
cies. On the dictatorial war move of present- 
ing the 50 “over-age” destroyers to Britain, 
Willkie was Johnny-on-the-Spot once more 
to support what had been done against the 
welfare of the American people. 

It is only after the “defense” scheme in 
toto has become a legislative fact and only 
after conscription is a law that Willkie finds 
that he can afford to rush into lavish “peace” 
talk during the few weeks before the elec- 
tion. Having by deeds promoted everything 
which lays the foundation for further in- 
volvement in Wall Street’s adventures—hav- 
ing brought to the firesides of America the 
tears and the heartbreaks that go with the 
shadow of war—this arch-hypocrite bellows 
that he will never get America into the 
slaughter. 

Thus does Willkie—having done all the 
dirty work that is possible in the first stages 
of plunging us into the conflict—now try to 
out-Wilson Wilson in maudlin shouts about 
“peace.” 

Let the people measure Willkie as well as 
Roosevelt by their deeds. They are both the 
candidates of the war party. A large Com- 
munist vote—for Browder and Ford—is the 
sole guarantee that the people have, to put 
a brake on either or both of these Wall 
Street puppets.

¢ While the people’s pocketbooks are being 
pressed harder every day, the banks of the 
country suffer from no such difficulty. 


Their vaults are bursting with excess 
reserves, Last week this mountain of idle 
money rose to the staggering figure of 
$6,870,000,000—Six Billion Eight Hundred 
and Seventy Million Dollars—for the bank 
members of the Federal Reserve System. 
This colossal sum in unused cash is in addi- 
Sixteen Billion 
Dollars—buried in the form of gold at Fort 
Knox, Kentucky. 


The existence of this huge treasure 
hoard makes a mockery of the Big Business 
contentions that the wages and living stand- 
ards of the workers have to be reduced “in 
the interests of defense.” Here is a veritable 
gold mine of idle reserves, which can be 
tapped to give an impetus—instead of a 
set-bdck—to the living standards of the peo- 
ple. 

This tremendous accumulation of idle 
money proves the criminal fallacy of the 
new taxes which the Roosevelt administra- 
tion is putting upon the backs of the people. 
Why tax the already over-burdened masses 
when in these banks there lie unused riches 
which the government can tax? 


Why, too, does the government curtail 
its health and housing programs, when it 
has at its disposal these vast sums—to be 
put to work through any just system of 
taxation? 

The eyes of the ordinary man almost 
pop out at the thought of this TWENTY- 
THREE BILLION DOLLARS lying idle, 
doing nothing, while people die from lack 
of medical care and millions of Americans 
are denied proper housing. 

Big Business has tried to din in his ears 
that America “cannot afford” health or 
housing projects on the part of the govern- 
ment. The existence of these gigantic un- 
used sums give the lie to such declarations. 
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In his acceptance address at Madison 
Square Garden on June 2 last, Earl 
Browder challenged the “rich and wise 
and good gentlemen in whose stewardship 
America with all its untold riches has 
been placed” to explain why they say this 
country “cannot afford” health, housing 
and old age protection. 

“You have admitted that such sums can 
be had,” said Browder, “you wish to spend 
such sums for war.” 

Now, from the reports of the Big Busi- 
ness banks themselves, comes a reinforced 
confirmation of Browder’s statement. The 
billions of capital lying idle in the banks 
shouts out from its hiding places: “America 
can be housed, clothed, educated, put to 
work at proper wages, given proper medical 
care—if these untold riches are made to do 
their work.” 

What is a mere $5,000,000,000 a year 
devoted to public low-cost housing—such as 
the Communist Party champions for the 
American people—compared to this huge 
unemployed reserve of money? What is 
such an investment, particularly when the 
rents paid by the people will turn back this 
amount into the treasury for other public 
works beneficial to the masses? 

Particularly is the continued existence of 
this idle capital a challenge to the people 
when each day of its piling up makes that 
much closer the further economic collapse 
which it will bring. 

As the people battle—as they must—to 
rid the nation of this Midas touch, they will 
recognize more fully that the sole way to 
abolish this mountain of idle gold and its 
resultant mountain of misery among the 
people is through Socialism. No useless 
reserves can then pile up under Big Business 
control to prove a curse to the masses. The 
wealth of the nation under Socialism serves 
the common good of the whole people. That 
is the’real fruition of real democracy, which 
America will learn to attain.

the war. They intend to give us 
the kind of ‘free elections’ we are 
facing in New York. After that 
they want to plunge us into the 
war. 

“If this is allowed there may be 
no more elections in the United 
States and the dark night of 
tyranny will fall on our country,” 
Amter said. 

“This they will do if the people 
will allow them to get away with 
it. But the people will not stand 
for it. More and more the citizens 
of our country realize that our civil 
liberties are endangered. They are 
beginning to understand that if the 
Communists can be deprived of 
their rights, then democracy is on 
the way out. 

“The people of our country are 
sons and daughters of the same 
revolutionary spirit that animated 
our forefathers at Valley Forge and 
Gettysburg. They are men and 
women who know that whatever 
rights we have obtained we got 
through struggle. We will fight to 
the bitter end to retain these rights. 
We hate Hitlerism. We hate fas- 
cism. We know what Hitlerism and 
fascism mean. They mean slavery, 
hunger, tyranny, war. The people 
want none of this program. They 
want freedom and peace. 

“Wall Street does not want peace. 
Wall Street wants profit and war. 
Therefore Wall Street ts doing 
everything in its power through the 
Democratic and Republican Parties 
to break the will of the people 
which demands peaca 

“Only one party has a program 
of peace and freedom. This is the 
Communist .Party. Roosevelt and 
Willkie don't want to allow the peo- 


ple the opportunity to decide for 
themselves by democratic methods 
whether we shall have peace or war. 
Therefore, they are violating all 
laws and ignoring all statutes, in 
order to keep the Communists off 
the ballot. 

“The people of new York will not 
tolerate this storm-trooper pro- 
cedure of the two major capitalist 
parties which are attempting to de- 
termine which parties and which 
candidates shall appear on the bat- 
lot. The people will not tolerate 
any attempt of the reactionaries to 
decide which program and which 
platform shall or shall not be pre- 
sented to the people. The pecple 
will not stand. this insult to their 
intelligence and Americanism. They 
will not permit the un-American, 
fifth column method of Wall Street 
to dictate to them what they may 
or may not vote for. 


TO BE FOUGHT 


“This is the issue now being 
fought out. This is the rotten, dis- 
honest, un-American subversive 
path down which reaction, repre- 
sented by Roosevelt and Willkie, are 
trying to lead the people.” 

Amter cited numerous instances of 
terrorization and intimidation of 
Negro and white signers of Com- 
munist petitions by representatives 
of “reactionary cliques in the Amer- 
ican Legion and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars,” acting under in- 
structions of leading Democratic 
politicians, and aided in their drive 
of terrorization, “in some instances” 
by “City and Town officials and 
sheriffs.” 

He appealed to’ his listeners to 
“raise your voices. Send your pro- 
tests to Governor Lehman demand- 
ing an end to the witch-hunt, im- 


mediate enforcement of the law, 
and removal and punishment of all 
violators, Demand that Roosevelt 
declare himself. Demand that Leh- 
man declare himself. Get your or- 
ganization, union, church and club 
te send protests, Demand that the 
Communist ‘candidates remain on 
the ballot.” 

Amter stated, “It must be said 
to the credit of the working class 
members of the American Legion 
that in many cases they refused 
to be part of the dirty business 
that some of the American Le- 
gion leaders have undertaken 
against the civil rights of the 
people. All honor to these rank 
and filers in the American Le- 
gion,” 

“Attacks on tne right of Com- 
munist candidates to be on the 
ballot,” Amter added, is sanction- 
ed by both Democratic and Re- 
publican leaders in an attempt 
to silence the appeals by the 
Communists for peace, and to 
stifle the people’s demand that 
America stay out of the war. 

“The civil rights of the people,” 
he declared, “incorporated in the 
Bill of Rights are endangered. 
We stand at the red light. The 
green light will soon flash—the 
green light of new unity, new 
struggle, new victory. It will not 
come of itself. It must be won.” 
To win this struggle, Amter call- 
ed upon “the workers, farmers 
and the middle class people,” both 
Negro and white, “particularly 
the young people of our state,” 
to “rally and unite” in the fight 
to preserve the rights of the 
Ameriéan people to nominate and 
vote for candidates of their own 
choice, by preserving the right of 
Communists to be on the ballot.”
